(United News.) —A long-standing dis- | 


pute over the MBolivian-Paraguayan 
fronticr flamed cain tonight as ad- 
vies were received her: telling of a 
serious clash between soldiers north 
of Fort Galpon, in the savage Gran 
Chaco territory. 


Twenty-two Bolivian guards were 
killed and five Paraguayans were 
wounced, according to the latest un- 
officia! reports. Approximately 300 
men wore involved. 

The correspondent of La Razon, in 
dispatches to his newspaper, said 
Paraguayan troops Thursday. encoun- 
tered Bolivians building a fort in ter- 
ritory claimed by Paraguay. 


The’ Paraguayan commander 
quested the sOlivian soldiers 
withdraw, the dispatches reported. 

The Bolivians were said to have re- 
fused to leave the disputed area and 
opened fire. Paraguayan soldiers re- 
turned the fire and eventually routed 


re- 
to 


the Bolivian forees, the correspondent 
of La Razon said. 

Several Bolivian prisoners were 
captured and a number of casualties 
re ‘sorted on both sides. 

It wes reported in advices received 
here that Major Franco, chief of the 
Paraguayan forees at Bahia Negra, 
advanced north of Fort Galpon under 
orders to protect Paraguayan terri- 
tory. He sent out a military mission 
whic. reported that Bolivians had es- 
tab ‘shed a fort within territory 
claimed by Paraguay and had estab- 
lished a number of soldiers there un- 
der command of a captain. 

The demand for withdrawal and the 
subsequent refusal and skirmish fol- 
lovved the advance of DParaguayan 
troops into the district.

Washington, December 7.—( United 
News.)—Conversion of surplus cot- 
ton. into artificial silk was held by 
experts today as a probable solution 
of the cotton phase of the surplus crop 
problem. 

Thousands of bales of linters cot- 
ton are being turned by chemistry 
into cloth as lustrous, as fine and as 
soft as the finest silk. 

So far only the refuse of the gin 
is used by the artificial silk industry 
but Representative Jones, Texas dem- 
ocrat, and commerce department ex- 
perts pointed out that other cotton 
could be used as well. 

For 17 years the magic machinery 
has converted the dull, white cotton 
linters into gleaming cloth with the 
strength and feel of silk, substituting 
a 5,000-year-old process with modern- 
day chemicals and labor-saving ma- 
chinery. 


Every year since its inception in 


' this country, the artificial silk indus- 


try has grown by leaps and bounds, 
startine with 390,000 pounds in 1911 
to an estimated production of 110,- 
000,000 pounds in 1928. 

Both spruce wood and linters cot- 
ton are used in the manufacture of 
rayon—or artificial silk. The wood 
supply is necessarily limited it was 
pointed out, while the cotton source 
can be renewed annually. 

Some processes of rayon manufac- 
ture use only cotton; others use a 
combination of spruce and _ linters. 

With the inereased démand for 
s,ruce wood in newsprint manufac- 
ture and the problem of disposing vf 
cotton surpluses, it is highly proha- 
ble the rayon industry will be able 
to absorb much, if not all, of excess 


Nearly 25,000,000 pounds more of 
rayon will be turned out of American 
factories this year ‘than last and the 
predicted produetion for 1929 will add 
another 20,000,000 or 25,000,000 
pounds to the total.

SHIPPEY INDICTED 
N DAVIS SLAYING 


Shipping Clerk Charged 
With Murder of West 
End Automobile Dealer 
Thursday Morning. 


Indictment of. W. L. Shippey, 29. 


shipping clerk in the Whitehall street 


warehouse of the Rogers’ grocery 
chain, for the murder of Hall Davis, 
West End automobile dealer and civic 
leader, was returned Friday by the 
Fulten grand jury. 
Immediately following his 
metit Shippey was removed te the Ful- 
ton county tower, where he is quar- 
tered in the same cell that houses Clin- 
ton S. Carnes, George Harsh and Fred 
Fair, all of whom have figured in sen- 
sational criminal cases of the recent 


indict- 


past. 


that an attorney from Augusta had 
visited Shippey in his cell Friday aft- 
ernoon and had had a lengthy inter- 
view with the shipping clerk. The 
jailer stated that Shippey told him 
that the attorney would be added to 
his counsel, but refused to disclose 
his name. 

Davis was shot five times in the 
head by Shippey Thursday morning, 
when the automobile dealer kept an 
appointment at the warehouse request- 
ed by Shippey, according to police. 
Shippey surrendered to police after the 
slaying, and charged that Davis had 
“ruined his home” by his attentions to 
Mrs. Shippey. 

By seeking the murder indictment 
the state evidenced its purpose to de- 
mand that Shippey be given the ex- 
treme penalty for the slaying, for, 
if the shipping clerk is convicted on 
the murder charge, the only thing which 
can save him from the death sentence 
is the recommendation of the jury for 
mercy. Under the Georgia law the 
judge has no discretion in sentencing 
a man to death when a murder ver- 
dict is returned without a recommen- 
dation for mercy, save where the con- 
viction was solely on circumstantial 
evidence. 

Three Witnesses Heard. 

The only witnesses who appeared on 
the grand jury indictment were A. L, 
Smith, of 307 St. Michael avenue, 
East Point; Lieutenant of Police Jack 
Malcolm: and Detective John Lowe. 

In his statement to police follow- 
ing his surrender, Shippey claimed 
that Davis had become acquainteu 
with Mrs. Shippey when the, Ship- 
peys bought an automobile, Davis 
teaching Mrs. Shippey how to drive 
the car. Shippey alleged that he made 
up his mind to shoot Davis after Mrs. 
Shippey told him of the alleged affair 
between her and Davis. 

The date for Shippey’s trial has not 
been decided. according to the solicitor- 
general's office. John H. Hudson, as- 
sistant solicitor-general, said that the 
case should receive a speedy hearing, 
and that it is possible that it will be 
started Wednesday, as the state is 
ready to go to trial. At present, how- 
ever, the calendar for Wednesday is 
full, approximately a dozen cases hav- 
ing been scheduled for trial before 
Judge G. H. Howard on that day. 

The laws of Georgia will not per- 
mit Mrs. Shippey to take the stand 
and testify either for or against her 
husband. thereby barring her recital 
of the alleged affair between her and 
Davis, it was pointed out at the so- 
licitor’s office. Shippey may, however, 
tell anything bearing on the case when 
he makes his own unsworn statement, 
it was said. This statement, not under 
oath, may be believed in preference 
to the sworn statements of others, or 
disbelieved, as the jurors see fit. 


No Insanity Plea. 


There will not be an insanity plea 
for Shippey,. according to Judge W.

Several Atlanta banks Friday re- 
ported that counterfeit $10 bills had 
come to their attention and a number 
of Atlanta stores are said to have 
; had the same experience. Two or three 
customers at the Citizens and South- 
ern bank innocently attempted to de- 
posit the counterfeit money which 
they had acquired without being 
aware of it: Officials of this bank re- 
ported that the bills could be detected 
only by the absence of the threads and 
by the fact that the backs are much 
(darker than the real bills. This, how- 
ever, would not be noticed except by 
actual compcrison with the genuine. 

One counterfeit turned up at the 
Fourth National during the day Fri- 
day and here again it was reported 
to be a practically perfect reproduc- 
tion. Two were reported from the 
main office of the Atlanta and Lowry 
National bank and one from_ the 
Whitehall branch, These, evidently of 
the same lot, were said to be enough 
like the real thing to fool the average 


man. “The best imitation ever seen 
in this section,’ was one official’s 
comment.

DYING VICTIM CAN’T PLACE GIRL oo 


Kills Mate, Says Widow 


Canton, Ohio, December 7.— 
(United News.)—A murder mystery 
calculated to tax the wits of a Sher- 
lock, Holmes confrorfted Canton’s po- 
licé force tonight as it sought to learn 
who killed Vernard Fearn, and why. 

This is the story as far as it goes— 
most of it from Fearn’s widow: 

Fearn, 35, a prosperous coal dealer 
known locallyras an “up and coming 
man, and regarded generally as 
home-loving and entirely circumspect, 
was dining Thursday night at his 
home at Waco with his wife and 9- 
year-old daughter. 

There was a knock at the door. 
Mrs. Fearn responded. The visitor was 
a girl—"“of about 23, very pretty. pale, 
slender and of the flapper type,” Mrs, 
Fearn described her. She asked for 
Fearn, and as Mrs. Fearn turned to 
call him the girl stepped down into 
the yard from the front porch. 

Fearn got up from the table and 
Wwe.t to the door. As he stepped into 
the doorway, and was silhouetted 
against the lights inside, the flapper 
in the yard fired five shots at him 
from a_ pistol. ‘ 
Fearn fell forward into the porch. 
The girl ran out of the yard and| 
down the road. Mrs. Fearn dragged | 
her husband inside the house. 


Before he died Fearn told his te 
that he had no idea who had shot 
him. 

Mrs. Fearn waited until her hus- 
band was dead before she called the 
police. Sheriff Ed Gibson responded 
and questioned Mrs. Fearn. 


The girl, Mrs. Fearn said, boarded 
a Canton bus. Canton is four miles 
from Waco. 

Gibson said later that the girl Bad 
left a bus from Canton at a filling 
station near the ‘earn home. on the 
elge of Waco; gone to the Fearn 
home and killed the young coal deal- 
er, and boarded a return bus for Can- 
ton within five minutes. 


The driver of the Canton-bound hus 
which the girl was supposed to have 
taken was questioned, He remembered 
taking aboard a young girl at the spot 
named. He described her as “about 25 
and very pretty.” She wore a black 
fur coat, a turban hat and galoshes, 
he said. 

Sheriff Gibson said he believed the 
girl described by Mrs. Fearn and the 
bus driver had timed her arrival at 
the Fearn home so that she ceuld 
beard the return bus after the kill- 
ing.

Only the breeding. classes’ will 
emerge with their lives, with one ex- 
ception: Dick, the grand champion 
steer, owned by 12-year- old Clarence 
Goecke, of State Center, Iowa, will be 
taken to New York alive by the J. C. 
Penney company, which bought it at 
the record-breaking figure of $8,050.

This afternoon was to mark the 
farewell appearance at the exposition 
of the two lads who showed the way 
in eattle raising to grizzled veterans 
against whom they competed and won.

| Roosevelt Studies Pine Mt. 


‘ALSO DISCUSSSES FORESTRY PROBLEMS s2 


a State Park 


Warm Springs, Ga., December 7.— 
(?)— New /York’s governor-elect, 
| Franklin D. Roosevelt, Friday put 
aside problems of that state long 
enough to discuss the forestry prob- 


lems of Georgia, which he terms his 
“adopted state.” 

With Ponnel]l Stone, of Blairsville, 
and B. M. Luffburrow, state fores- 
ter, of Atlanta, he took up at length 
New York’s forestry and state park 
methods, and the feasibility of baving 
the Georgia legislature create a Pine 
mountain park commission, to have 
jurisdiction over the establishing of 
Pine mountain as a state park. 

“They asked me for information,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt, “on the methods 
used in New York on forestry and 
state park development, and I told 
them of our park commission and 
other forward steps taken there. We 
also discussed the possibility of an act 
by the Georgia legislature creating a 
Pine mountain park commission. This 
commission would he under the state 
forestry department and would have 
jurisdiction over the establishing of a 
state park and parkway at Pine moun- 
tain.”’ ° 

Mr. Roosevelt intimated that he 
would consider establishment of such 
a commission as a decidedly forward 
step. It would have the two-fold ob- 


ject of advancing the study of forestry. 
he said, and the creation of a play- 
ground of which any state could be 
proud. 

The governor-elect said they also 
discussed the possibility of legislation 
which would encourage forestry by 
permitting =— developers to enter 
into a contract with county tax au- 
thorities by which a definite assessed 
valuation would be given to land to 
be forested, that valuation to remain 
to the period of maturity of the crop. 
By the plan a smal! percentage of the 
stumpage value would be paid in part 
to the county and to the state. Under 
present circumstances,, he said, pri- 
vate owners cannot be certain as to 
what taxes will be on tracts during 
the maturity period, adding that simi- 
lar legislation is in force in New 
York state. 

The governor-elect devoted the re- 
mainder of the day to clearing up cor- 
respondence preparatory to leaving 
for New York next Monday. He an- 
nounced that he would confer with 
Governor Smith on budget matters 
shortly after arrival. Friday night he

Whatever Buerger’s disease may be.

A Very Questionable Demand. 

The demand that the purchase of 
illicitly sold intoxicating 
made a felony, or even a misdemeanor 
under the present status of prohibi- 
tion law, is one that will bé seriously 
questioned even by many hundred per- 
cent prohibitionists, 

The eighteenth amendment prohib- 
its manufacture, sale, transportation, 
importation and exportation of intox- 
icating liquors for beverage purposes. 
While the amendment was in process 
of submission by congress the sugges- 
tion that “purchase” should be in- 
eluded in the prohibitions was refused 
consideration and heoted down. 

The Volstead act is the enforce- 
ment act to secure the prohibitions 


of the amendment and, according to 


supreme court and constitutional au- 
thurities, must be confined to the pro- 
hibftions enumerated specifically in 
the amendment. As purchase of in- 
toxicating liquors is not enumerated 
in the amendment the act to enforce 
the amendment cannot embrace such 
purchase. Thefe would surely be stiff 
tights, both in eongress and in the 
courts, over such an inclusion. 
y * * 


Another I1l-Considered Demand. 

The demand that violation of the 
prohibition laws be made a felony, 
punishable by mandatory imprison- 
ment in a federal penitentiary, is cer- 
tainly ill-advised. 

The chief complaint now against 
the prohibition situation is that the 
courts are congested with prohibition 
cases beyond their capacity to handle 
them. More federal judges are be- 
ing demanded to help reduce the 
messes and expedite future cases. Each 
case, except when there is a plea of 
guilty or a nolle prosequi, has to be 
tried by a jury. 

What many able lawyers believe is 


the proper remedy is to render it un- ; 


necessary to try the minor liquor 
cases by a jury. 

In the authority of the supreme 
court of the United States, in the 
cas@sof Schick (195 U. S. 65), decid- 
ed in 1904, it is held that “the guar- 
anty of a jury trial is not available 
to petty. offenders, whose acts are 
mala prohibita only, and punishable 
by fines.” 

To make a sale or purchase of 
bootleg liquor a felony, carrying in- 
famous punishment would make jury 
trials imperative and obstruct rather 
than expedite prohibition enforce- 


ment,

The [migration of Cleopatra’s Needles 


About 3,500 years ago Thothmes 
III, king of Egypt, reared himself a 
tall obelisk at the Temple of Helio- 
polis, six miles from present-day 
Cairo. New Yorkers interested in de- 
ciphering the cuneiform script gover- 
ing the obelisk need not travel to 
Egypt for that purpose. Thothmes’ 
royal monument, for almost 40 years, 
has raised its head in Central park, 
New York city. < 

A companion obelisk also looks on 
another world than that of ancient 
Egypt from the Thames embankment 
in London. It is the second obelisk 
of the pair erected in Heliopolis to 
commemorate the glory of the god, 
Amen-Ra. 

Called Cleopatra’s Needles. 

“The title of Cleopatra’s Needle is 
claimed for both the New York and 
London obelisks,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C., head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society. “During the lifetime of Cleo- 
patra the two obelisks were moved 
from Heliopolis to Alexandria. It is 
affirmed that this removal was by 
Cleopatra’s decree, but that the trou- 
blous times during the latter years 
of her reign prevented their being 
raised. While they were lying on the 
Alexandrian sands, the name, Cleo- 
patra’s Needles, was said to have 
been given them. History. does not 
record valid evidences of Cleopatra's 
interest in needles of stone or other 
material. It was during the reign of 
Augustus Caesar that the obelisks 
were finally mounted. 

A Transportation Problem. 

“The New York obelisk, more than 
67 feet high, was presented to the 
United States by the Egyptian gov- 


ernment. Its removal to New York 
presented a novel problem because of 
its excessive weight. ; The obelisk waq

Europe Has Most Obelisks. 


“Although Egypt is the home of 
the obelisk there are today more of 
these monuments outside Egypt that 
in it. The practice of denuding Egyp, 
of her obelisks began during the sixth 
century B.C. when Ashurbanipal, the 
Assyrian, removed a pair to Nine- 
veh At present Egypt has four at 
Karnak, and also the Mataria and 
Luxor obelisks. Rome has 12 of va- 
rious sizes, Constantinop'e has two 
and England, America and France 
each have one. The largest of these 
is in the piazza of St. Johu Lateran, 
at Rome. The material used in the 
obelisks is a pivk granite from the 
quarries of Aswan. anciently NSyene. 

“Obelisks have always exercised a 
fascination for the student of Exgyjit- 
ology. Archaeologists have yet to 
discover how the ancient Egyptians, 
ignorant of modern methods of trans- 
port, moved these huge blocks of gran- 
nite hundreds of miles and then set 
them up in the midst of existing 
buildings.”

Lugano, Switzerland, December 7.— 
(/)—Foreign Minister Aristide Bri- 
and was greeted with cheers when 
he arrived here tonight to preside at 
the 53d session of the council of the 
League of Nations. A great crowd. 
which filled the station and climbed 
te pornts of vantage, gave an ovation 
to the French minister as he alighted 
from his special car. 
d.ights were twinkling all over tne 
iake city and flashed from the moun- 
tain sides as Lugano carried out its 
determination to outdo in welcome 
its sister city, Locarno, the place of 
the conference in 1925. 

The currespondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press, who traveled on the 
syme train with Mr. Briand, learned 
on the highest authority that the 
French would weleome the advent of 
Mussolini at Lugano to discuss the 
somewhat troubled Franco-Italian re- 
lations. They feel, however, that they 
cannot take the initiative in suggest- 
ing the attendance of the Italian 
premier. 

It was learned that the French am- 
bassador, who has just left for Rome, 
atter receiving fresh instructions 
from M, Briand, now is ready to re- 
sume negotiations for a formal accord 
between the two nations on Medi- 
terranean questions. It is admitted 
that negotiations will be difficult for 
the moment because of the sharp crit- 
icism in the Italian press on the ver- 
dict which sentenced to only two years 
imprisonment the assassin of the Ital- 
ian consul in Paris. For that reason 
anany Frenchmen believe that a di- 
rect contact between Mussolini and 
Briand would be desirable. 

It generally was thought to be 
doubtful tonight whether Mussolini 
weuld come, despite the fact that the 
Italian frontier is just a little dis- 
tance down the lake. 

Europe expects Foreign Minister 
Stresemann, of Germany, to speak 
vigorously of the evacuation and rep- 
aration problems. A French spokes- 
man, however, said that French see 
nothing to discuss about either at 
Lugano. This spokesman said that 
evacuation is linked with settlement 
of the reparations question and that 
that is not at present a_ political 
question because it is about to be cast 
into the hands of experts. The 
French take the attitude that when 
the report of the experts is made it 
will be time to consider it and, if nec- 
essary, hold negotiations. 

Some observers believe. however. 
that the hand of the French foreign 
minister may be forced by events. 
The general opinion is that the se- 
ealled Locarno spirit has been so bad- 
ly ruffled by recent events and re- 
cent official speeches in Berlin, Paris. 
London and Rome that it needs some 
powerful restorative.

Dr. James Murphy, an Irish scholar 
and lecturer, temporarily living in 
Washington after a long residence in 
England and continental Europe, re- 
gards the plan of the American acad- 
emy as most commendable. He thinks 
that the broadcasting industry will do 
well to have “a medal announcer” 
whose diction and style will serve as 
an example to all other announcers. 

There is no question, Dr. Murphy 
assets, about the influence of the 
radio on language in a country where 
most homes have radio sets. 

Having listened for many hours te 
British radio and having lectured on 
the radio in England, Dr. Murphy 
thinks that American announcers he 
has heard are notably inferior to 
British. He ventures the prediction 
that the announcer who wins the 
American academy's award will be of 
Celtic decent. Welshmen, Scotchmen 
and Irishmen are the most successful 
speakers on the radio in Great Brit- 
ain, he states.

Gators Confident. 

Florida’s “Fighting Gators” confi- 
dent and with banners flying arrived 
today to occupy the position of [a- 
vorites in the pre-game speculation. 
As the highest powered scoring ma- 
chine in the nation, with a decided 
edge in the comparative score “dope” 
and a record of more versatile per- 
formance, the invaders have plenty 
of evidence in their favor.

Back in Last Quarter To 
Score Touchdown.

A desperate last quarter passing at- 
tack fell three points short yesterday 
afternoon at NSpiller’s field and Tus- 

eZee university swept away title 
hopes of Atlanta university, 10 to 7, 

ore 8,000 persons. 

As a result of the game, Tuskegee, 
At#anta, Clark, and Fisk, of Nashville, 
are tied for the championship of the 
Southeastern conference. ‘Tuskegee has 
won the negro championship of the 
United States for the past three years. 

‘railing into the fourth quarter, 10 
to 0, the Crimson Hurricane flashed 
a passing attack that netted one tonch- 
down and drove inside Tuskegee’s 10- 
vag line twice more. The game ended 
a few seconds after Tuskegee held At- 
lanta for downs on the two-yard line. 

Tuskegee Stores. 

Tuskegee scored a few minutes aft- 
er the second half opened when Steven- 
son kicked a field goal from placement 
on the seven-yard line. The kick came 
after Atlanta had broken«up a deter- 
mined drive down the field. 

Wiggins took the kick-off after the 
score and fumbled on his own 15- 
yard line. The ball was covered by a 
Tuskegee linesman. Harrison crashed 
off for a touchdown a_ few plays 

ter. 

The third period was little short of 
a deback for Atlanta. The invading 
line was outcharging the Crimson 
Hurricane and ‘Tuskegee forwards 
were sifting throngh to block pass 
after pass and kick after kick. In 
four downs Wiggins and Stanley were 
pushed back 40 yards from Tuskegee's 
seven-yard line to Wicir own 48-yard 
marker, when they were tackled be- 
fore they could find a receiver in the 
clear. 

But in the last period the Crimson 
pesses began to find their marks as 
Crimson receivers got in the clear. 
Wiggins passed to Jones; Wiggins 
passed to Jones; Edwards passed to 
Robinson; Stanley passed to Clay— 
such is the way it reads in the rec- 
ords. Some of the flings were for 10 
yards and some were more—and the 
ball rested on Tuskegee’s three-yard 
line. A pass over the goal failed and 
Tuskegee kicked out to the Crimson 
50-yard mark.

Taking the kick-off, Atlanta started 
down the field again on a series of 
passes and short bucks.

Wiggins passed to Clay for 30 
yards. Officials conferred, however, 
and called the ball back ou grounds 
that Wiggins had stepped over the 
sidelines before passing. Fight thou- 
sand boos greeted the decision. An- 
other pass was completed to Harrison, 
who juggled it on his shoulder as he 
ran. When tackled he dropped the 
oval and the ball was recovered by an 
Atlanta player.

FOUND IN TRUNKS

New York, December 7.—(P)—T wo | 
trunks full of narcotics, valued by fed- 
eral agents at several hundred thou- | 
sand dollars, were taken to the fed- 
eral building tonight from a midtown 
hotel where they had been checked for 
shipment to a western - city. The 
agents said the seizure was an out- 
growth of a search conducted last 
Thursday of offices connected with 
the activities of Arnold Rothstein, 
slain gambler. 

The seizure was made by federal 
agents without the aid or knowledge 
of the police. United States Attor- 
ney Tuttle said he had been assured 
that the drugs were worth $2,000,000 
at retail prices. 

In the search of the Rothstein of- 
fices, conducted on a warrant issued 
by U. S. Commissioner Cotter, fed- 
eral agents examined hundreds of 
documents, some of which they said 
provided “leads” indicating a huge 
shipment of drugs was to be made 
today. 

Mr. Tuttle was waiting at the fed- 
eral building when the confiscated ma- 
terial was brought in. 

“This seizure,” he said, “is a very 
large fraction of the drug supply of 
the biggest drug ring in the United 
States. The papers we have seized 
and the evidence in our possession in- 
dicate that Arnold Rothstein had to 
do with financing this ring.” 

He said he expected an arrest woyld 
be made soon and that he would en- 
list the aid of the federal grand jury 
on Monday. 

“ft is not improbable,” he said, 
“that an examination of the Rothstein 
papers which we seized and of other 
files which we were examining when 
they were taken over by the county 
district attorney, may throw important 
light on the motives and circumstances 
of Rothstein's murder.”
